The Anglo-American Treaty. 
At the present time there Is no mistak- 


ing the fact tbat there is a strong senti- 
ment among our people in favor of inter- 
national arbitration. 
This hns been dent 


onstrated by tbe enthusiastic demand 
from all sources for the ratification of 
tbo Anglo-American arbitration treaty 
now 
be*ng considered by the United 


States senate. Ihe support of this meas- 
ure is not due to any well defined knowl- 
edge of tho contents or the application of 
the treaty because few are enabled to de- 
termine its goopo, but is due to a general 
desire to avoid war between this nation 
and any great foreign power. 


This spirit Is commendable but beyond 


It lies the dangerous fact tbut It may not 
be Infallible; tbat u treaty might not 
serve to prevent war but might become 
tho cause of war. For 84'years diplom- 
acy has been Invoked OB more than one 
occasion to settle disputes between the 
United States and foreign powers, notably 
In matters growing out of tbo late rebel- 
lion In this country, tho Eenl fisheries and 
the Venezuelan affair and in every case 
these disputes have been amicably and 
satisfactorily adujsted without war. It 
in true that arbitration has been resorted 
to us the result of diplomatic correspond- 
ence, but it in list be borne in mind that in 
each case the arbiters were chosen with 
special reference to tho matter in hand. 


It docs not follow, therefore, that tho 


same plan might not be pursued In tbe 
future with tho samo results 
That tbe 


United States hns been able to accom- 
plish what it has by diplomacy is due to 


treaty in force the canal coold be built 
directly by tbe government of tbe linlted 
States under direct relations with tbe 
Central American republic. If tbat treaty 
bad not been withdrawn by Cleveland tbe 
United States, could have built tbe canal 
on ita own respansibiUty nnd "wonld not 
havo been forced to seek an intermediary 
in the shfipe of an incorporated com- 
pany." For under the provisions of that 
treaty it was proposed " to repudiate en- 
tirely tbe_pld Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
which Great Britain bns always used as a 
means of keeping tbo United States off 
tbe isthmus, while British colonization 
has proceeded without let or hindrance."

now before tbo senate is one of tho results 
of the Venezuelan controversy, in which 
the United States established the doctrine 
thnt "It Is sovereign In this homisphero 
and its flnt Is law." It Is, therefore, so far 
as Great Britain is concerned, only one 
of tbe means of that power of bowing her- 
self out of a bad nnd dangerous position 
In good order. It adds nothing to the 
safety of this republic from foreign at- 
tacks. It will ward off no blow. It will 
preserve or protect no right the United 
States now has or may have 
The fnct 


tbat the United States is able to defend 
Itself from any unjust enoroaofiment up- 
on its rights has protected it for eighty- 
four years without n general arbitration 
treaty and will protect It for eighty-four 
years more, with no other intervention 
than tho ordinary channels of diplomacy. 


Before we become too enthusiastic over 


the pending treaty it might be well to ask 
ourselves what advantage we are to gain 
by It tbat we- do not now, under Divine 
Providence aud American patriotism pos- 
sess? In some former controversies be- 
twet>n the United States and Great Brit- 
ain that nation has seen tho shadow of 
the Russian bear ns well as tbat of some 
other nations. In entering Into a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty wltb Great Britain 
may wo not be giving notice to other na- 
tions in Europe that their good will mny 
not again be required? Way we not be 
agreeing to the mention of a court thnt 
will invite Great Britain to appeal tD it In 
Important matters which she would never 
rulso a question wltb the United States 
about in the absence of that International 
grand jury? It Is well tbat tbe United 
States senate is making haste slowly In a 
matter that promises no greater advan- 
tage to this nation.

ready introduced at Springfield give es> 
presslou to tho genoral acknowledgment 
of Imperfections In our public school ad 
ministration that are not beyond tbe reach 
o( remedial legislation.

upon which the educators are not agreed, 
As an abstract educational question ro- 
gai-ded from the standpoint of tbe highest 
and best citizenship. It would seem to be 
eminently proper that tbe state should 
remove evory ooitnolo In tbe way of free 
and popular education for evory oblld In 
the state. But tbe question Ii compliant

The Two Tariff Laws.

the Battlefield of Woundrd

The adopted 


daughter ot Mrs. Clara Bewick Colby.the 
eminent suffragist, wbo yesterday after- 
noon addressed tbo New Citizens' club, of 
this city, in tbe assembly room oi toe 
Soung Woman's Christian Association, 
is a full blooded Sioux Indian. Tbe story 
of the little maiden formed the theme of 
a supplementary cbat by Mrs. Colby, as 
Interesting to those who beard tno tale 
as the eloquent address of the speaker had 
been on the selected topic, "Equality Be- 
fore tbe Luw." The babe was rescued 
from its dead mother's arms tour days 
after tba noted battle at Wounded Knee 
Creek, in South Dakota, six years ago 
this mouth. Col. 
Colby was in the 


charge made by the United States troops 
against the IndUns at that time. 


The uprising bad its inception from the 


ghost dance. Orders bad been issued 
for the disbanding of Big Fact's band. 
Tbe order aroused hostility among the 
Sioux, and 
without 
hesitation, tbe 


"medicine" man threw a handful of earth 
into thu air. This was a signal for the 
Indians to tire. Tha United Status troops, 
Ouster's old regiment, under command of 
Col. Forsytho, charged 
back, and after 


the battle was over "nothing that wore u 
blanket was alive." Tho slaughter of tbu 
Indians was terrific. Tho next day a ter- 
rible blizzard set in, and for four days 
the dead were loft alone In tbe ravine 
where the battlo had waged. 


On the fourth day tbo babe -aaa dis- 


covered. £A bullet bad killed the squaw, 
but as ebe fell ebo bad gathered, her 
blanket closely aboub tho child. This, 
with the heavy covering of snow, bad 
kept tbo baby warm. It was almost per- 
ished from hunger, but soon rallied when 
placed In the care of some Indian women. 


As tho women crooned over it and 


slowly nursed it back to life, they con- 
stantly wailed, "Zintka Laununi,"mean- 
Ing "poor lost bird." Col. Colby and 
wife ,wbo have no family, were touched 
by tho incident, and as the parents of tba 
babe, both full-blooded Sioux, bad both 
perished 'n tho battle, negotiations were 
made for tho purchase of tho little one. 
This was accomplished, and for six years 
little Zintkn has been cared for with 
devotion by her foster parents. 


Tbo blanket and httlo bonnet worn by 


the baby ure treasured TJoosessious of Mrs. f 
Colby. The little 
bonnet bad 
bcon \ 


wrought with great skill by the squaw 
mother. It is of soft leather, exquisitely 
worked with colored beais in geometrical 
patterns, and with n special design on 
either sido of i United States flag. Mrs 
Colby states that she never looks at tbo 
two little flags, wrought by tho poor In- 
dian mother, without a feeling of intense 
sadness that a United States tullet should 
have ended one loyal life. Tho little flags, 
If nothing else, Mrs. Colby says, would 
make little Zintka dear to her foster par- 
ents. 


Tho training of tho little one, Mrs Col- 


by says, will be watched with interest. 
Full blooded, be)end a doubt, and of a 
tribe tbat bns proved Itself almost uncon- 
quernble, tbe development of the child 
with civilized surroundings will in tbe 
future have weight. 


Zintka attends kindergarten now, and 


tho differences between Dor and other lit- 
tle ones havo not yet been marked enough 
for comment. In disposition at home 
and In the kindergarten she is extremely 
affectionate, willful, but amenable to rea- 
son. She is a model Sunday school baby, 
and asks questions on her spiritual being 
after the similitude of other bright chil- 
dren. She is fond of music, and in ber 
baby fashion makes harmony on tbo pi- 
ano. One peculiarity, however, is ber 
ability to read the thoughts of those about 
her. Sho has on several occasions Inter- 
preted looks from strangers and imeptn- 
ously answered their unspoken inquiry in 
her own baby fashion. Sho is as obedi- 
ent, Mrs. Colby says, as any little lassin 
inra favored homo. Her skin is brunette, 
and her hair, long and silky,rondlly yields 
to tho civilizing curl papers. 


Mrs. Colby is one of the prominent offi-
